Fo2 
dow many meanes,how many reafons and 
Waies doth it deuiſe to clime vp higher, and 
to growe in the opinion and eſtimation ot 
men. Foz the which cauſe the Pꝛophet Da- 
ud in his Pſalmes faith, that our whole life 
is like a copwebbe: Fo2 as the Spider is ocs 
tupied all his life time in meauing of cop- 

webbes, and dzaweth out ol his own bowels 
thoſe thꝛerds, wherwith he knitteth his nets 
fo catch tes : and oftentimes it commeth to 


hole, ſweepeth downe both the copweb, and 
the Spider, and thzoweth them together into 
the fire: Euen (0, the greateſt partof men 
conſume their whole time, ſpende all their 
witte andſfrength,and labour meff painfully 
to haue their nettes in a readines , with the 
which they may catch the flies of honoꝛs and 
ol ciches.

30 Reither is the man of meaneſt ca- 
pacitp, and ofleaſt vnderſtanding, fre from 
milertes, Who can number the ſuſpitions, 
the yatreds, the iealouſies, the enmes, the 
leares, the deſires, the vaine hopes, the greefs 
and anguiſhes of mans mind? Ik he do euil, 
he feareth the Judges, bamiſhment, whip- 
ping, repꝛoaches and fozmentes : It hee doe 
wel, he feareth euil tongues. ho is able 
to expꝛeſſe with what miſerable deſire all 
men aretnflamed,in ſo much that no man li⸗ 
uing is contented with his eſtate: but we are 
all like vnto ſick men, which turmoile and 
toſſe, firſt from one ſide ofthe bed, and then to 
the other, and pet neuer find reſt?

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What can be moze infollerable 2 And what 
meanethſo much armour,pikes,bowes,bils, 
lwoꝛds x gunnes, with diners other inſtru- 
ments of mans malice, doe not theſe deſtroꝑ 
and conſume moe men, then doe ſickneſſes, 
and diſeaſes? Yiſtoztes repozt, that by one 
onelp, Iulius Ce/ar, Which is ſaid to haue bin 
amoſt curfeous and gentle Emperour, there 
were flaine in ſeuerall battels, elenen hun- 
dꝛed thouſand men.

37 Neither haue we onelp thoſe foze⸗ 
ſaid coꝛpoꝛal enemies which we may ſer and 
un: but which is moze perillous, we haue 

allo ghoſtix enemieę, Which ſee vs, and wee 
not them. Foꝛ the diuels, which are moſt 
cralfy, cruel, 4 moſt mighty in number, and 
ſtrength, doe nothing, pꝛactiſe nothing, and 
thinke vpon nothing elle, then how they may 
tempt, deceiue, hurte, and caſt men downe 
headlong into hell fire. 

38 The holy and bleſſed Angels allo, 
do many times fight againſt ſinful men, Foz 

N Who burnt Sodom and Gomorrah, with the 
3% ö inhabitants thereof with fire and bꝛimſtone: 
Wh to he Anacls, Who flew the foureſcoze and 
fine thonſand menin the hoaſt of Senacharib? 
The Angels. Who affitcted the Egyptians 
with al thole pla gues mentioned in Exodus: 
The Angels. Who alliſted J againſt 
the Cananites and Jebuſites:Gods Angels. 

39 Not onely the Angels, but God him- 
ſelt alſo, lometime ſhewing himſeit towards 

man as towards an enimy; which cauſed hos 
iy /o6 to ſap, Why doeſt thou hide away thy 
98 tac, | 
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* face, and takeſt me foz thy enemies what 


'& reaneth this O lozd God? Thon alſo which 


wat wont to be my father and keper, halt 
now bidden battell againſt me. 

40 Poꝛeouer and beſide all theſe things, 
bo ” tyere is yet actuillandinfernallwar, which 
man hath within his owns bowels continu⸗ 
ally. Fo2 what man is he which doth not ſerle 
the Eriuings & contentions of his affection, 
will, ſenſe, and reaſon 2 Inſomuch that man 
himſelle doth atflic himſelfe,and vnderſtan- 
deth it not, x is a greater enemie to himſelfe 
then any other can be. Foz who dolh greater 
harme tothe, then thou doeſt fo thy ſelle: 
who moze then thy lelle letteth ther, and tur⸗ 
neth ther away from thy felicitie? 

41 Mo then leeth not how truelp it 
is aide, Man tbat ir borne of a woman 11 of 
ſhort continuance, and full of miſeries2 who 
ſeeth not that man is ſet in the very center of 
the lphere, that miſcries may fall vppon him 
from euer part and as the white in a butte, 
that the arromes t dartes of all miſeries may 
be directed vnto him? 

42 But let vs ſe what followeth, Hee 
ſhooteth foorth as a flower, and it cut deus. 
Mbereby he teacheth, hat mans life is fraue 
and franſitozie, A flower v rip is acomeig 
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and beautifull thing: and pet fo2 all that, if is 
nothing, bet auſe ther is nothing found moze 
fading and v Euen ſo man, vuring 
the time of his childehwde and flouriſhing 
pouth, he ſæmeth to be of a wonderful come- 
linelle: but this beautie is of ſmall pꝛice, be- 
cauſe it is moꝛe baittle then the glaſſe : fo; 
that man carrieth alwaies the cauſe of death 
in his veines and bowels, 
43 Mans fading away is luch and ſo ſo- 
daine oſtentimes, that there can be no reaſoy 
ginen ofhis death: :(o; many hane gone to bed 
well in the euening, that in the mozning are 
found dead in their beds: and many berp ſo- 
painly haue dzopped down in the higbwaies 
and ſtrætes, as they haue walked about their 
affaires. And this is no wonder if we conſt. 
der the ſubſtance of mans body,which being 
a building compag ofgreene clay, is eaſily 0+ 
ucrthzowne with a (mall puſfe of wind. 
44 And how, Jp2ap pougcommeth it fo 
palle, that clocks are ſo eaſilp ſtapped fron 
their courle 2 is it not becauſe thep are made 
by arte and ſkill, with ſo many whg@les, that 
ik one be ſtaide, all the reſt areletted 2 If this 


dale, how much moze eaſily may it come to 
e in the humane clock ol life;the *

and engines whereof,arc not of Iron, but of 
clay, Thereloze let vs not wonder at the 
krailtie ol mans body, but at the faliſhnes of 
mans minde, which vpon ſo fraile a ſounda⸗ 
tion is wont to cred and builde ſuch lofty 
Towers. 

45 Furthermoze, there is another mi- 
ſerie which is fignificd vnto vs by the com. 
pariſon of a flower,namely the deceitfulnes 
of mans life, the which inderd is the greateſt 
miſery: Foz as fained vertue is double int- 
quitie, ſo counterfeyt felicitie is a fwofolde 
miſerie and calamitie. If this pꝛeſent life 
would ſhew it ſelfe to be ſuch as it is indeed, 
the miſery therofſhouldnot greatly hurt vs: 
But it doth now greatly damnifie vs, bicauſe 
it it is falſe and deceitful:£ being foule, it ma⸗ 
keth a very faire and glazious ſhew: being e⸗ 
ner mutable, it will (&me to be able & con- 
Kant: being molt ſhzt.it beareth vs in hand 
that it is cõtinuall, that men being deceiued, 
they may beleene that they ſhal haue time to 
fulfill all their luſtes, and pet time and ſpace 
enongh fo repent them. 

46 Yoly 7 concludeth his ſenfence 
thus: Hee peniſheth alſo as a ſradowe, and 
neuer continueth in one ſlate . To make this 


mozeplaine, behold and conſider the ages of "4 
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man, and thou ſhalt euidently perceine the 
Alterations of humane life. Childehode is 
weake, as well in mind as in body: Flozt- 
thing vauth is weake in minde but ſtrong in 
body:Ripe and manly age, is ſtrong both in 
mind and in body: Old age ſtrong in minde 
and weake in body: Croked olde age, is in 
this twiſe a childe, weake both in mind and 
body: Thereloze he fleth as it were a ſha⸗ 
dow, and neuer continueth in one ſtay, 

47 Beſide this, he is now wiſe,now 
faliſh :now merrp,now ſad: now in health, 
now ſick: now ſtrong, nobo weake:nowrich, 
now poꝛe: now he loueth, anon he hateth: 
now her hopeth, by and by her feareth: one 
while he laugheth, another while hewerpeth: 
now he will, anon he wil no. To conclude, 
the Mone noꝛ anp other thing that is muta⸗ 
ble. ſheweth not ſo many chãges vnto vs, as 
do the daily 4 almoſt ſodaine alterations of 
men. And pet foz all this, thep liue as men in 
a frenſie, which knowe not their miſeries. 
And although they cannot repoſe their hope 
and aſſurance in the pꝛeſent things of this 
lite, pet they doe not tranſterre and remone 
the thoughts of their minde, their counſclles, 
their wozks and endendurs, vnto the happt- 
nelle to come. And if it were pcfſible, they 

DB would 
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would make the placs of their exile and ba- 
niſhment, their Countrey and inheritance, 
But in vaine they deſire this, ſoꝛ death com- 
meth and plapeth the laſt Pageant, ſhutting 
and finiſhing the life of all calamities.

; ting would be, parrduenture, moꝛe humble 
and temperate, Foꝛ who would haue a high 
loke and pꝛoud ſfomacke , if he would with 
the eyes of his mind behold what manner of 
one ſhoꝛtiꝑ after Her (hall bee in his graue? 
wy : 
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TUho would then wozſhip his belly fo; 3 
God, whenhe — thatths 
ſame muſt in a ſhozt time be wozmes meat? 
Who would be ſo in love with money, that 
he wonldrunlike a mad man by ſea t land.? 
as it were thzongh water and fire , if he vn- 
derſtod that he muſt leaue all behinde him 
lauing his winding ſhate 2 Il this were 
thought vpon, all eur errozs would (@ne bs 
cozreced, * 
2 The wozdof God felleth vs in many \ 
places of this banitie , to the ende we might 
the moze earncſfly ſceke a better coorſe and * 
moze happy life. The P2opbet dcfireth of 
God, that he may learn to number his -aj-s, j 
to the end he may applis his heart vnto wil⸗ 
dome. Foz vnleſſe wee thinks vpon death, 
we cannot applie and faſhion our ſelues to a 
godly life, Pea we finde daily in our ſelves, 
by experience,that the fozgetfalnes ol t cath, 
makes vs applie our heartes to follie,and all 
kinde of vanity. Che holy men of cle time, 
were wont in ſuch wiſe tokeepe an account 
ol their dayes , that aboue all things they 
might apply their hearts to wiſedome. Of 
all ArithmcticaliRoles this is the hardeſt, to 
number our dayes, Men can number their 
| heardes, and dꝛoues of oxen, and of *.* 
ther 
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they can account the reuenues ol they man⸗ 
ners & farmes : thep can with a liitle paines 
number and fell their copne : and pet they 
are perſwaded that their dapes are infinite 
and innumerabie,and therefoze do neuer be⸗ 
gin to number them. Who ſaith not vpon 
the viewe of another, ſurely vonder man 
loketh by his countenance as il he would not 
tive long? 03, vonder woman is olde, her 
daes cannot be many, Thus we can num⸗ 
der other mens dayes and peeres,and vtteriy 
fozget our owne. Therefoze this is the true 
wiledome of moꝛtall men, to number they; 
bone dapes: and like ſkilfull Geomerriciens, 
to meaſure all thep2 actions, all their ſludies, 
all th- _ cares, all their thoughtes, all they 
deſires, and all they2 counlells, by their de⸗ 
parture out ofthis life,as by the end whereto 
they are referred , as it were by a certaine 
rule, and thereunto to dired all things: and 
ſio to finiſh the courſe of our life which God 
hath giuen vnto vs, that at the laſt we may 
come to the happy hauen ofreſt, 

3 The caſe ſtanding thus: we cannot noz 
ought not to doubt, bat that the diuell a mold 
crucll enemy ol mankind, labozeth all that be 
can, to take away from vs, the moſt whole⸗ 
ſome remembꝛance of death, which by moſt 
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euidenk demonſtrations ſetteth befoze out 
epes, the bzcuity of our life, the miſerie of our 
lleſh, the deceits of the wozld, the vanity of 
things pzeſent, and whereunto all humane 
beauty,and the vniuerſall glozy of the wo2ld, 
(all come at the laſt. Foz otherwiſe , how 
could it be, that we ſhould at any time ſoꝛget 
a fhing ſo fearefal!,4 which by no manner of 
meanes we can ſhunne and auoid. 

4 Ik alight ſuſpition of ſome loſſe, ep- 
ther of our gods, oz of honor, doth pꝛeuaile 
ſo greatly with vs, that many times it ta · 
keth from vs our flæpe, what might the mes 
ditation of moſt aſſured death doe, which is 
moze terrible then all other terrozs beſide? 

5 Wherefoze, as they which in open 
games of actiuitie,as of ſhoting, and wzellks 
ling, and ſuch like, dos long betoze the day 
tome, thiuke vpon the lame, and doe cxerctle 
their hand # bow, ſpending and couſuming 
many arrowes at the marke, that in ihe day 
ok trial oʒ the beſt game,thep may ſhot n&- 
reſt the marke:and as Fencers which are to 
play their pztzcs of trial, doe daily try their 
frength , and cxerciſe their weapons, bens 
diag their whole minde how they map belt 
fople their enemies, that when the dap comes 


meth they may h aue honour and triumph: 
Cuen 


reward withaut all compariſon is ſet, if wee 


die wel:and if otherwile it come to paſſe, wer 
ſhall be puniſhed with vnſpeakeable ſhame 
and reyzoach, 


6. And this our meditation of death,ſhal 
be handled in no other oꝛder, then the lame 
which our death and departure from this life 
bzingeth with it. Foz as they which are ts 
runne a race, do oftentimes lead their hozſcs 
vp and downe the running place, that they 
may ſe 4 be acquainted with all the tones, 
vneuen places, and other impedimentes in 
the ſame : that when the dap commeth, they 
map finiſh the race without ſtay oz ſtop; C- 
uen ſo wee, Which whether wee will 02 no, 
muſt meaſure and pace the race of death ſhal 
doe very well, if now in our mind and mes 
moꝛie we frame this race, and doe diligenfly 
tonſider all thole things which are in the 
ſame; eſpeciallp, ſceing the wap is moſt obs 
cure, and ful of ſundzy impediments, and is 
ſo perilious, that there are very fewe which 
finiſh the ſame b appily, They which flip and 
ſtumble in it, ſhal neuer moze find any hope 
of ſaluation. 

7 Thercekoꝛe, that we may begin there 
wher this moſt blody batteli hath his o21- 
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ginall, wee ought diligentlie to conſider tho 
lame: namely, that then death doth eſpecially 
tome when men doe leaſt thinke ol it. Peres 
vpon the Apoſtle Pai ſalth, The dey of the 
Zorde ſhall come as a theefe in the night, And 
in the Apocalips, Beholde [come as a theefe, 
And theeves haue this pzopertie , that they 
bzeake vp houſes to ſteale, when men are 


molt falt afteepe, and when thep leaft ſalpect 


_ thing. 


Dereupon alſo the Pꝛophet «Amo: hath 
thele wozds, Ia that day will / can'e the ſun 
- fo goe downe at noone , and J will darken 
the earth in the cleere day. That is to ſay, - 
when men thinke it fo bee the high none of 
their age; When they think that they daue 
pet many peeres to line; when their minde is 
occupied about their gaine, about theyꝛ al⸗ 
ſaires, about their honozs, buildings, marias 
ges and pleaſures: when they lay vnto their 
ſoule, Soule, thou haſt much goods lald bp in 
ſfoze 102 thee foz many petes eate, dꝛink, xeſt, 
and be merrie: then it ſhall ſnddenlpy be ſaide 
vnto them; Behold death is af the doe, thou 
foole , this night (ſhall thy life be taken away 
Eccl.41, from the; and whole are then thoſe things 
which thou halt gotten ?

polſ?&th the minde, but feare remaineth 
not there alone. becauſe it thereioge entrid to

at all: Whcrefoze J holde this, that the feare 
ofthe Loꝛd is, as it were, the parent and kee 
per of righteoulneſſe temperance, loue, and 
oi all vertues. 

3 But there is nothing that doeth moe 
woe this ſeare ia vs then the remembꝛãce 
ol that great day, wherein al the cauſes ct al 
men are to be plecded, and their matters de⸗ 
termined. Inlomuch that Haint 4% uin 
affitmelh, it Chʒiſtian men ſhoꝛeln heare no 
other Goſpel gen that wherein the general 
iudgement is (ct fozth,that one might ſuſũce 
both to rcuoke Goncfull men from their wic 
kebnctics,a:d alſo being reuoked, to cöteine 
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4 Mhereloze, in this Chapter wee will 
handle two notable points concerning the 
iudgement to come. The firſt Chal be concer⸗ 
ning the greatnes &hozroz of that dap, and 
of the fearetull fignes that ſhall go befoze the 
ſame, The (:cond ſhalbe concerning the rai- 
ling vp oi the dead bodies, and the comming 
ok the Judge.

But now wee faſt continually, and (hal bee

13 Thus haue we the meaning and 
purpole of our Saniour Chriſt in the foz- 
mer ſentence now we will begin bziefly to 
expound the (ame. 

Strive (ſaith hee) to enter by the Hraight 
gate: one moued the que ſtion, but the Lo2d 
maketh anſwere not to one onely, but to mas 
Ny: Srriue ye to enter in at the ſtraight gate. 
Fo2 although one had pꝛopounded the queſti⸗ 
on, pet there were many which defircd to 
heare the ſolation ofthe queſtion. 

I 5 But what is that ſtraight gate, by 
which we are commanded to enter:Surely 
no other thing then Crit himſelle. Fo2 in 


another place he ſaith plainly, / am the doore, lehm 10.9 


by me if any max emer, he ſhall be ſafe : And 


againe, / am the way, the truth and the life Tobn 14.6 


16 After what manner then do men en- 
fer by Crit? Tho things are rt quixed loz 
this entrance by Crit into Braucn : The 
one is. on tge behalle of Crit, the other is 

on dur behalte. That which is required on 
= C Eriſis 
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Apoc. 3. 7. Cbhriſts part is, that he open the gate, foz hee 

hath the key ol Dauia, and openeth, and no 

man can ſhut:and he ſhutteth and no man o⸗ 

peneth : e this is done long ſince, Foz ¶ hriſt 
then opened vnto vs the gate of cuerlaſting 
life, when lining here vpon earth hee was os 
bedient to his Father, hambling himſclfe to 
thedeath, the moſt ſhamefull dcath of the 
Croſſe. Foz as the diſobedience and pꝛide of 
the firſt dam did ſhut vp the gate of the 
kingdome of Yeauen: (o the obedience of the 
ſecond Haam and his humilitie, opened the 
ſame againe. Thercfoze that which is res 
quired on the part of CHriſt is already done. 
Foz the gate ſtandeth wide open, and ſhall ſg 
ſtand vnto the end of the wozld, 

17 But on our part this is required, that 
we ftriue and labour by Gods aſſiſtance to 
enter in at this gate, which (as is ſaid) ſtan⸗ 
| deth open. And we enter, when wee vſe and 
Faith com- reeciue thoſe meanes to obtaine ſaluation 
meth by which Chrift hath appointed: namelp. Faith 
hearing and Repentance, Fo2 this was the firſt ſer 
the word mon (he pꝛeached, Repert and beleeue the 
ed Goſpel, Theſe two doe wozke hope, charity, 
pãreached. hymility, chaſtitie, patience, ⁊c. But becauſe 


95. 22. thele things are hard to the carnall man and 
1 vnregenerate, therefcze the gate offaluation 
is 
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is called the ſtraight gate. 
18 But ſome man peraduenkure will 
ſap, il the Law of the Loꝛd be a iraight way 
o2 gnafe, why doth the ſame Lozd in another 
place affirme, that his yoake1s ſwæt. and his 
burden light? How doe theſe things agree, 
Strine yee to enter by the ſtraite gate: and Math, 1 L. 
my yoake is ſweete, and my burthen tight? 30. 
This knot may be vndone many wapes. S. 
Chriſoſtome expounding the ſeuenth Chap 
ter of S. Mathewes Golpel, affirmeth that 
the law ofthe Loꝛd in it ſclfets grieuous and 
hard: but pet alſo that it is light and ſwete, 
if the rewards to come, and the toꝛments to 
come be tõlidered. Foz the ſufferings ol this Rom. 8. 18 
like, are nothing in compariſon of the glozie 
that ſhall be ſhewed vpon vs. 

19 Althe ſicke man foz the lone of his 
health, is very willing to dzinke molt bitter 
potions: It the huſband - man in hope of the 
harueſt to come, ſetteth light by the lcoꝛching 
heate of Sommer, and the pinching colde of 
Winter: Il the Marchaunt feareth not the 
danger ofthip-wzacke,noz the lying in wait 
of Pirats when he aduentureth fo2 gold: If 
the ſouldier foz vaine glozy and a ſhadolve of 
honour thinketh the burthen of his armour 
light, and is contented to vndergoe hunger, 


tpirſt, 
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thirſt, watchings, labours, wounds, perils, 
and death it ſelfe:how can it be but that thoſe 
things which Zodconmandeth, muſt bee 
caſte and light fo a Chziffian man, clpecially 
if he conſider that great and ſempiternal glo⸗ 
ry which God pꝛomileth to his ſouldiers: 
20 The holy Apoſtle waiting. to the E⸗ 
Epb,1,18. pheſians doth not without cauſe ſay that her 
pꝛapeth with ſo great careſulneſſe, that the 
God ofglozy would vouchſafe to giue them, 
the ſpirit of wile dom, and illumined epes of 
the heart, that they might know what 1s the 
hope ol his calling and what is the riches of 
his glozy,t of his inheritance in the Saints. 
Foz hee knew that the greatnes of the hea- 
nenly reward was ſuch that the oncly conſt- 
deration thereof was able fo make all grie- 
ns nous and bitter things ſwat and light, Theſe 
W  Goriay, dogitations (ſaith D. Cyprian) what perfecns 
WW. Cyprian. : 
14 4 erbe, tion, what tozments can onercome? The 
Alumi, minde which is ſetled vpon religious Medi⸗

2M tations ſtandeth firme g ſtable: and the ſame 
minde ſtandeth immoueable againſt all the 
terrozs of the diuel, and the thꝛeatnings of 
the wozld, being confirmed by a ſtcdfadh 
faith of the things to come, 
21 The puntſhments alſo and koꝛments 


which are to come ars ſo continual and grei⸗ 
| udus 
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nous, that to elcape them, all the labours that 
we ſuffer here in earth, are not to be acconne 
fed labonrs, 

22 But pet let bs ee 3 anſwere 
fo the fozmer queſtion, The wap of the Loꝛd 
in the beginning is very ſtraight , but by lit⸗ 
lle and little it is enlarged. In the begin⸗ 
ning it leemeth hard and bitter: but by vſe 
it groweth eaſie, by little and little ; and by 
cuſtome it is mads light and ſweete. 

23 PercuponDaint Bernard ſaith, The 
tommaundements of God, at the firſt ſceme 
importable , afterward , not ſo heauie: Then 
not heauy at at all: And iu the ende they de- 
light. To this agreeth the ſaping ol Saint 
Hierom. Vertues are berd to him that firſf 
taketh them in hand eaſie to him that profiteth 
in them, aud [weete to him that exerciſeth 
them. And Saint Auguſtine ſaith , The paths 
of equitie , when 4 man firſt . to them, 
are ſtraight and narrowe, but when hee hath 
gone forewara in them a time, they ſeem: ſpa- 


ciout ana broade, Alſo Salomon in his Dꝛo⸗ Pro. 41 I, 


nerbes laith + / haue taught thee in the ware 
of Wiſedome and leade thee in the pathes of 
righteou neſſe: wherein when thou goeſt, thy 
gate ſhall not be ſtraight. and when thou run- 


neſt thou ſhalt not fall — is to lap, bcfoze 
thou 
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thou entreſt, thou ſhalt be diſcouraged , buf 
when thoa art entred. thou (halt fle little 
difficultie oꝛ none at all, 

24 Homer the Pzince of Greeke Poets, 
a Heathen man, but pet wiſe, wzikteth, that 
when Vliſſes ſhould paſſe by thoſe places, 
where {:xcea famous woman in inchaunt- 
ments, wherby ſhe turned men into beaſts *' 
delt, carped with him a certaine hearbe, ve 

$, thefozce whereof,he foztified himſclf againſt 


* her power: the rotes of the which are molt 
2 foule and ſtinking but the flowers moſt faire 


and white as milke. The purpole of Homer 

is, hereby to ſhew,that wiſe men (whom he 

deſcribeth in the perſon of /7ſes) are wont 
to guard and foztifie themſelnes with vertue, 
which is ſtronger then any armour of pꝛoke, 
leaſt being vanquiſhed with divers deutres 
luſtes, they be tranſſozmed and made like 
vnto bzute beaſtes: and that vertue is like to 
the laid hearbe which hath blacke rotes, and 
white flowers, fo2 that the beginnings of 
vertue are hard and vnpleaſant, but the fruit 
thereot moſt ſwerte and god, 

25 Moꝛeouer, experience and daily vſe, 
pꝛoueth this. Foz there are many to whom 
if we ſhould ſay thus, This maſt be your life 
hereafter ; pe ſhall abſtaine fro paſtimes — 
pleas 
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pleaſures: pe ſhal ſeldome walke abzoad out 
of pour houſes: pe ſhall not hunt after feaſis 
and banquets : pe ſhal not vie wanton da⸗ 
liaunce with women: but ye ſhall followe 
pour vocation at home, wherein pe ſhall be 
conuerſant: 4 hereunto pe ſhal iopne pꝛaper, 
reading, and godly Meditation. To t his they 
would anſwere, we can in no wile pcrfozme 
this, without God ſhould wozke a great my- 
racle in vs: this is no humane lite, but a life 
foz Angels, 

26 But il theſe men would begin fo en- 
fer the kingdome of heauen, as it were with 
ſtrong hand, fo refill their emil tuſtomes to 
crerciſe themſelues in god wozkes, and wil · 
lingly fo vſe thoſe remedies which helpe to 
rote out ſin and wickednes, as often pꝛaper, 
and faſting, the receiuiug of the bleſled Da⸗ 
crament of the body and blod of C7, the 
dltgent reading ofthe Scriptures and other 
god bokes, the tompanie and fellowſhip of 
god men: who donbfeth but p vpon theſe re- 
ligious exerciſes, there will follow ſuch gd 
ſucceſſe that the way ofthe Loꝛd ſhalbe ope- 


ned vnto them moze and moꝛe: and that in a 


hozt time they ſhall ſe themſelues in that 
place with exceeding ioy of minde, wherunto 


 afozethey thought they ſhould neuer come? 


And 
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And thus they ſhal not only without labour 
and paine bnt alſo with delight and pleaſure 
abſtaine from fin and wicked:icfle,and line a 
holy and blelled life, 

27 Fozthe Philoſopher, thougb an Eth- 
nicle ſaw this plainely and ſo taught, that it 
is a pleaſure to a vertuous man to lius ver · 
faoully: and Salomon erpyclleth the ſame 
thing in others wozds : The righteous man 
reioyceth, to deale righteouſly, 

28 Moꝛeouer this queſtiou map be an- 
ſwered another way, Il we ſay with 7heo- 
philact that Chriſt is à ſtraight gate, and nars 
row wap. fo called not ſo mach becauſe he is 
ſo, but becauſe he ſeemeth: ſo, to the louers 
of the wozlde, to wealthie and riche men. 
Foz in very deede if men were humble, if 
they would lay aſide manp bapzofitable bur- 
thens, and put eff the garment of the fleth, 
they ſhould (peraduenture ftade no ſtraites 
in the way and gate of the Lozd : Whereas 
now they think vpon nothing, but how they 
map riſe continually, howe they may waxe 
fat in Lodp. {well in minve, howe they may 
extend © inlarge t2cir poſſeſſions, how (hey 
map abound and flow in wealth:neitherdoe 
they ccaſe at any time to lade themſelucs 
with the heave burthens of the cares of 2 
ile. 
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life, And what maruel then if to ſuch men, 
the gate of the heanenly kingdome leeme to 
be ſtraite and narrowe ? 

29 Atlemed not a hard and ſtraite way 
fo the Apoſtles of our Loꝛd: Jt ſeemed not ſo 
to them which ſucceeded them in pzofeſſion, 
who fo:ſoke all that they poſſeſſed , 4 would 
needes follow pooze {4-1/7 in pouertie. Foz 
it cannot bee expzeſſed in woꝛdes how ample 
and large the way of the Loꝛde (hal be made 
vnto all them, which can ſet their heart vpon 
Heauen, contemne carthly vanitics , with 
great feruencie ot minde to cleaue Whollie 
vnto God, and which can cut ofthe deſires 
of vup2ofitable things, 

30 Laſt of all this may be added alſo foz 
the explication of our queſtion, that the lawe 
and commandementes of God are a ftraite 
wap and gate, ifthep be conſidered by themes 
ſeiues, and alone, But tf the grace and helpe 
ok God be iopned vato them. they onght not 
to be called a ſtraite gate, but a (wats rcke 
and a light burthcn, 

31 Foz this is the difference betwans 
the law and the Goſpel, The law commans 
ded that wer ſhould bee holte , but if gaue no 
grace by which men are ſandified : Jt com- 
Mmanded ys to fight againſt the deuill, but it 

gaue 
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gaue not vnto vs neceſſarp armoz and wea- 
puns fo fight: It commanded vs of carnall 
to become ſpiritual , but it gaue not the holy 
Ghoſt by which we might be made ſpiritual: 
It commanded vs fo goe fozward towardes 
Hrauen, but it giueth not vnto vs Ladders 
and ſteppes by which wee may alcend into 
Heauen. 

32 Therekoꝛe the Law was a poke, but 
not a ſwerte poke: It was a burthen, but 
not a light one. But the Goſpel comman⸗ 
ding the ſelfe-ſame things, giueth helpe and 
ſtrength, that they may not onelp bee done, 
but alſo that they map be eaſily done. | 

33 Whercfoze the Goſpel is a poke, but 
ſwete : It is a burthen, but light. It is alſo 
a (trait and a bꝛoad wap: it is a ſharpe, and 
pleaſant way. Let vs heare the woꝛds of the 
Pꝛophet ſaying, Becauſe of the words of thy 
mouth, I haue kept hard wayes, Beholde a 
poke and a bur then, a ſtrait and a narrowe 
way. Let vs heare the lame Pꝛophet again: 
In the way of thy ( ommande ments I haue had 
a great aelight, as in in all manner of riches, 
Againe, I haue ranne the way of thy comman- 
dements, when thou haſt ſet my hear t at liber- 
te, Behold a helpe of grace. 

- 4 _ Foz thenthe way is inlar ged, and the 
courſe 
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tourſe eaſily finiſhed, when the heart is made 
ſpations x voyd with the fire ot lone: Mhat 
is the cauſe that all the ſaintes did ſo great 
and wonderfull wozkes, and we ſo ſmall, 

and the (ame not without the compulſion of 
law many times? Surelp there is no other 
cauſe but this: thep were leruent, and we are 
colde. Finally they which complaine of the 
ſtraitnes of the Loꝛdes wayes, ſæme to me 
not to haue knowne as yet what the Goſpel 
ſignifieth.

. 35 Whatthis gate is, wheroitze Lozde 
ſpeaketh, why it is called ſtraite, wee hane 
hitherto ſhewed : now theſe woꝛds are to be? 
conſidered, Becauſe many / ſay Into you, ſhalt 


* ſeche to enter in, and cannot. 


36 There are thz& ſoꝛts of men, which 
ſhal (xke to enter in, and pet notwithſtan. 
ding cannot: and there is alſo a ſourth kinde, 


lbhich doe not lo much as (ke to enter in. 


37 There are ſome thercfoze which ſerlte 
to enter into the kingdom of heauen but ther 


d not therefoze enter, becauſe they doe not 
D 2 [x30 
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ſerke topaſſe and enter bythe ftraite gate, 

but by the bzoad wap. And of this ſozt are the 
Mahometant, the lewes, Heretictzes, Papiſts, 
ectarics, and all Infidels. The Mabome 
tant (xke fo ender and to be ſaued, but theres 
foꝛe they enter not, and cannot be ſaucd, be · 
caule they enter not by the ſtrait gate Chr:/?, 


but by the bꝛoad gate Mahomet. Foꝛ when 


eMahomet (aw the ſtraitneſſe of Chziſtian 
Religion, he opened a certaine other gate, 
b:oad and wide, which leaveth the virect 
way vnto hell, 

38 Behold and {ce what a wide gate Ma- 
3 hath (ct open: he hath taught nothing 
to be belœued which excerdeth mans vnder⸗ 
ſtanding; no Trinitie, no Incarnatton, no 
death o2 reſurrection of the Bonne of God. 
Alſo hee hath taught fo hope foz nothing, 

hich the eve ſeeth not, and the eare heareth 
not. but flo ds of milke. honey and wine, ful- 
neſſe of veneri:, and fulfilling ol luſts, multi- 
tude of leruants, continuall lpoꝛtes and bans 
quets : this he would haue fo be the kelicitie 
of the bleſſed. 

39 The D piſtes alſo ſet open a very 
wide gate, when they teach men fo merite 
heauen by wozkes; to purchaſe vato them⸗ 


lelues with — loʒ their fins paſt, 
and 
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t la tome: to redeme their ſoules ont ot Pur⸗ 
gatozy fire, by purchaſing infinite Maſſes 
t Dirges with money to be ſung after their 
death; to haue abſolution of their ſinnes, by 
confeſlio to a Pꝛieſt, with diuers other points 
of like ſoꝛt: which maketh the way very 


bꝛoad and open foz rich men, but ſtraite and | 


narrow foz the poze. 

40 In like manner al Perefikes 4 Sciſ⸗ 
matickes, which cannot endure and abide 
the ſtraits of this gate, doe open cuery one to 
himſelle a pꝛoper gate: The Family of Loue 
hath a peculiar gate: the Anabaptiſts 4 Lt- 
bertines, a wide gate: and the 1Bzowniſts, 
and Barrowiſts at this time a fantaſticall 
gate, all which ſ&ke an cqualitic of Qatcs 


and perſons, a common participation of o⸗ 


ther mens poztions, a lacrilegious ſpopie 
ofthe Loꝛdes treaſurie and ſanctaary with 


eAthalia; whereby they open the bꝛoad way 
of diſozder and confuſion, and a libertie to all 
ſinne and wickednes: and pet by theſe gates 
which ſand ſo wide open, a great multitude 
of men doe daply enter. 

41 All which the Loꝛd calleth back with 
theſe wozds, Sine ye to enter in at the ſirait 
gate, for many, 1 ſay vnto you, laue Jought 
o enter (namely info life) and cannot: be- 
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cauſe they enter not in by the ſtraite gate, 
which onclic !-aveth vnto life, 

42 Let not the largenes of the gate moue 
vou. TUhat doth it pꝛoſite to enter eaſilp, and 
not by the ſtraits, it ye enter into Hell? Nay 
rather, il pe be wile, ſuſpect and ſtand in fears 


of the bꝛoadnes of the gate, and of the facility 
of taitg. Strait is the gate, and narrow is the 


way which leadeth unto ie. And that is true 
Chꝛiſtian faith, which fo2 the deepnes and ex⸗ 
cellencie of her myſteries requireth this, that 
bnderſtanding be captined of will. 
4-3 There are yet another ſozt, which de⸗ 
fire to enter in by the ſtraite gate, but they 


| 4 late, aud therfoꝛe ſeeking to enter in 


annot Yee that ſtept not in quickly,and at 
the firſt into the water of the pole Berhe/da, 
alter the Angell had ſtirred the lame, loſi tha 
bencftte of healing: and great were the liber⸗ 
ties and pꝛiuiledges which the /aelites had 
in that great pœre of Iabue, which was cuery 
fiflp pcere: and he that chalenged not his frees 
dome in this time, atterwaras loſt it. Euen 
ſo now is time of health, wherein the Arch. 
angell Coriſt Ieſus maketh the water of life 
effectuall to our laluation: now alſo is that 
great /ubile, wherein we arc to challenge the

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gate of Heanenis ſet open: but the ſaid water 
ol life muſt haue his vle in time, oꝛ els it hel⸗ 
peth not: and when the prere of Iubile is pall, 
the gate of Heauen wil be faſt ſhut vp, Euery 
mans life is his pre of /#4:/:, fo that when 
his life is ended, the Iubile is paſt, and her is 
barred from the gate of life, 

44 And becauſe manie while they liue 
here, are onerwhelmed with the cares of this 
woꝛlde, and paſſing on in their way do pꝛo⸗ 
miſe bnto themlelues a long life, and a large 
pere of IJubile: the Loꝛd fozeſceing their pe- 
rill, doth after this mnaner carefully admo* 
niſh them, S:r:ne pee to enter inatthe ſtraite 
gate: ds if he ſhould ſap, vſe no delaies in the 
wap, but make haſte, runne apace while the 
peere of /:-b:/e lafteth , while pe haue time of 
repentance , and while the gate of ſaluation 
is open. Fo2 many ſhall ſceke to enter in, but 
becauſe they come to late, they ſhall not ens 
ter. They ſhall knocke in vaine at the gate,

45 And foz whome, 3 velceche you, are 
theſe thinges ſo often ſpoken ? Are they ſpo⸗ 
ken loꝛ thoſe that are dead, and ſtand without 

knocking and laying, Lerde cen to v? No 
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berily, they are not ſpoken vnto them, foz 
they haue no pꝛofite thereby, But they are 
ſpoken to vs, and fo2 vs, and to him 3 ſap) 
this is ſpoken : The gate ofheauen is nowe 
opened vnto you,notv is the time of your Ja- 
lile come, now the kingdome ol Yeauen is 
offered vnto pou, pe are now called vpon to 
enter by the ſtraite gate, loſe not this opoz- 
tunitie, fo2 the gate will be ſhut much loner 
then pou think of, euen befoze you be aware, 
then (hal ye be moſt miſerable and vnhappy 
{o2 euer: ye (hall deſire but one houre to be 
giuen pou of this molk pꝛetious time, whers 
ofnow ye make ſo little account, and it ſhall 
not be giuen vnto you, 

46 There is a third ſozt of men, which 
ſccke ſone enough to enter in by the ſtraite 
gate, but yet being ouercome with the ſtraits 
in the wap, doe not at laſt enter in. To 
thele the 102d ipeaketh, Striue ye to enter in 
by the ſtraite gate, becauſe many, Lay vnto 
yon, ſhatl ele to enter: that is to ſay, they 
ſhall make a pꝛole whether they can enter oz 
not, but they ſhal make it daungerous : they 
ſhal aſſay whether they can enter by thoie 
ſtraites, but becauſe they ſeeke not with all 
their ſtrength to enter, — in the ende 
Her ſhall not enter.

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47 There are of this ſozt an innumera- 
ble multitude of men, which whe they heare 
their ſinnes a wickedneſſes by the wozd of 
God condemned, doe foz a while purpoſe to 
fozlake them, g to enter in at the traite gate 
of verfuous life, and to fozlake their dzun- 
kenneſſe, foꝛnication, contention, ſtrites and 
ſuch like, from which the Apoſtle commann- 
deth vs to abſtaine So that theſe ſeeke to en⸗ 
ter and begin to enter, but (one alter they res 
turne with the dogge to his vomite and with 
the ſow fo her mire againe. 

48 Andſome, many times, renue their 
deſires : they oftentimes conceiue the ſpirit, 
and pet neuer bzing fozth, But the Koꝛd is 
not fed with barren deſires, it is not enough 
to haue a will to enter, but we muſt alſo la- 
bour and ſtriue to enter.

their labour and their coſt well beſtowed 2 


5 * But in the kingdome ol heauen there ſhal be 
2 fluch gloꝛious ſights and ſo far excelling thoſe 
„ wozꝛldly vanities, and pꝛophane delights,that 


the beholders ol them ſhall bee made happy 

with the beholdtng therof; And we mult not 

farry til our ſeruants go befoze vs to pzepare 
the wap, but cucryman by himſclfe, be hee

2 Pet notwithſtanding, as it is repozted 
ot a (kilfult Ceometrictan , that Anding the 
length of Hercules fate vpon the hill O,m- 
pus, made a poziraiture of his whole bodie 
by that ane part: Euen fo by thoſe demon⸗ 
ſcratious which in Gods woꝛd are found, we 
map make a contiecture of this Tabernacle, 
nnd the felicitic in the lame, although we can 
not expꝛeſſe the full perfection thereof. 

3 We haue therefoze a moſt comfoztable 
delctiption of this Tabernacle in the 21. and 
22. chapters of Saint Johns reuelation, tom⸗ 
paring it vnto a citie which is made of pure 
gold, with a great and high wall of the pꝛeti⸗ 
dus lone called Ja pit. The wal wherof had 
{io twelue ſoundations, made et iwelue di⸗ 
ſtuict pꝛecious tones, which he ther nameth: 
alſo 1 2. gates made of 12. rich ſtones called 
Al argarites, ànd eucry gate was an entire 
Mar garite. The ſttetes of the citie were pas 
ued with gold, enterle ped alſo with pearles, « 
pꝛetieus Cones, The light of the Citlie was 
the cleareueſie and ſhining of CY hiniſcit,

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ſitting in the middeſt therol: from whoſe ſeat 
pꝛoceeded ariver of water as cleace as Chi- 
ſtall to refreſh the Cittie: and on both ſides 
of the b:nkes, there grew the tree oflite, gi- 
uing out perpctual and continual fruit: there 
was no night in that Cittie, noꝛ any defiled 
thing entred there: but they laith he Which 
are within ſhal raigne fo euer and euer. 1 
4 Bythis delcription, wherein Saink 
John vſeth ſuch wozds as he could, and not 
as hee would, hee giveth vs to vnderſtand, 
that the greatnes of the felicity pꝛepared fo2 
vs in heauen, is ſuch, that as J noted befoze, 
we map very well thinke with D. Pau that 
no tongue of man is able to declare it, noz 
heart imagine it. 

5 This cittie 02 tabernacle ſhall in am- 
plenes and in beautp, be far bepondthe reach . 
of mans reaſõ to compꝛehend. Pet the greats > + | | 
nes and amplenes, may partly be conceiued -.4 
by the view of the ſtarres.

S|\perience ſe, that not on- 
= lp men, but allo beaſts, 
doe areatly deſire libertp, ⁊ do pzefer it befoze 
all other things, The little birds, whether 
it be that of Canary , 02 the Nightingale, 
with whoſe ſwerte tunes men are delighted, 
being ſhat in cages are ſerued moſt datntily, 
without their wonted labour to ſ&ke their 
fode : and pet to2 al this, ſo great is the lone 
ol liberty, that many times they wil neither 
ſing noꝛ eate being ſullen and full of ſozrow, 
and if they can they will gladly eſcape out of 
their tage, moze deſiring to get their lining 
E 3 with 
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with labour in the cold aire, then to be kept 
eaptiuc in Pallates, with the delightes of 
Kings. It this deſire be in beaſts, and birdes 
which ure deuoide ok reaſon, What great ac⸗ 
count onght man to make of liverty,who a- 
lone ſhould be freed, g yet neuertheles, is ofte 
times cõpelled to ſerue moſt cruel maiſters. 

2 There are two ſoꝛts of liberty: The 
one is a true liberty : the other is falſe, The 
true liberty is that which we haue by rege- 
neration, by which we haue the participatt- 
on of the ſpirite of Chꝛiſt, thꝛough the which 
wer are fred from the tyꝛanny and inuaſion 
of ſinne,and our mindes pꝛepared vnto god 
wozkes :' by the power whereof the Apoſtle 
Paul ſaith thus: 7 can doe all things through 
him that firengtheneth me, And againe: 1! 1 
P:69. 4. Godthat worketh in yon voth the will, aud alſo 
Php, 2. the deed. Wyerfoze our ſaviour Chiilt ſaith, 
Jebn.8, tf the Sonne male * Jree, then are VIP free 
T7 dap drede., 

3 And although all 3 ok the af- 
fections of mans minde, be not taken away, 
pet it is fo maimed and weakened, by the 
power of the holy ghoſt, that it is not able, as 
aloze, to hinder the making ol a right choiſe: 
and this is the true freedome a liberty which 
we dane bee our — pa Ol this liber- 

lie 
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tie Saint Aug»/tine[peaketh thus. A good 


man it neuer ſeruant, but is alway Lord of 


all things, howſoener hee ſeemeth to bee in 
ſernitude and bondage. And contrariwiſe 
a wicked man, although hee ſeeme to be free, 
yet hee is a ſeruant, and that not of one man 
alone, but hee ſerueth ſo many maiſters as hee 
bath ſinnes. 

4 Then, that is a falſe liberty, which mas 
keth the body onely fre , and leaueth the 
minde ſubiect to ſinne and wickedneſſe, moſt 
miſerably to ſerue them. Foz J am perſwa⸗ 
ded, that neither Alexander no2 Cæſar were 
free, although they commaunded the whole 
wozld , ſo long as they moſt filthily ſerued 
their ſins. Neither can J ſay that Peter and 
Paul were ſeruants being impziſoned, and 
kept in chaines and bondes , when as not« 
withſtanding in minde, they. went ici? 
thꝛoughout the woꝛld, and by their letters, 


as by a kings letters pattents, deliuered, and 


ſet at liberty daily an infinite ſozt of men. 
Foz as man differeth from bzuite beaſts, not 
fo much in the members ol his body, as in the 
vertues of the minde, cuen ſo not the liberty 
of the body, but the liberfy or tze mind is de 
true liberty, and alone is to be called mans 
liberty. Orthe which freedome and bondage

ſinne, ii the ſeruant of ſinne : and if the Sonne 
Hall make you free then are you free indeede. 
And the Apoſtle Paul in like manner ſaith; 
Knowe yee not that to whom: ſo euer yee giuo 
your ſetuet, as ſerwants to obey:his ſeruants ye 
are, to whom ye obey : whether it be of ſin unto 
death, or of obeatence unto righteouſnes:when 
ye were the ſeruants of ſinne, 3e were free from 
riphteouſneſſe. 

5 Toreffoze vs vnto this fredome and 
liberfie, fcom the intolerable bondage, and 
moſt crucll tyzannie of ſinne, from the hozrt- 
ble wages, and reward thereof, which is 
death, our Sauiour Chailt hath taken vpon 
him, and vnvergone that which is vnlpeak- 
able. 

6 Nhat Dzatoz is able ſufficientlp fo 
vntold and declare the tyꝛannie of inne and 
concupiſcence ? Firſt of all doe but tonſider 
what a cruelityzanmie the ſinne of wooꝛdom 
exerciſet; vppon thoſe that are in bondage 
thereunto. And ler what an odulterous wo. 
man wul doe to ſatiſſie and fuluil the comms 
mand of this tyzant . She knoweth Lerie 
well, that if her huſband happllp take her 
in her wickednes ſhe hal without all doubt 
be vtterip vndone: ſhe (hal belide the lolie of 

her 
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her god name, riches,friendes, and credite 
with her parents, childꝛen, and and kindzed, 
loſe, which is moze, her ſoule, and what ſo· 
euer is both god in this wozlde , and in the 
woꝛld to come, and ſhall leaue behinde her 
perpetuall matter of ſozrow and griefe: And 
pet foz all this, ſo great is the foꝛte of her als 
fection, and the ty2anay of this wickedneſſe 
ſo inſatiable, that this miſcrable woman is 
conſtrained fo incurre all thcſe perils though 
very fearc ſull and euident, and to denoure al 
troubles, ſo that ſhe may ſerue her vncleane 
Inf, What tpzan( hath vene euer heard of, 
fo cruel, that would haue his captiues lo 0- 
bey and ſerue him with ſo great perill and 
detriment? 

7 Pea, this and the like wickedneſſes at 
this dap, do ſwallow men vp, and ſo deuoure 
their wholc time, that they ſuffer them to do, 
to ſap, to thinke, and to dzeame vpon nothing 
elle. Vine and Women (ſaith Hrach male 
wiſe men runnagates: Becauſe men being 
made dzunken with the laue of carnal plea⸗ 
ſurcs, art no leſſe witleffe fo doe all other 
things and ſo karre from teaſon and iudge⸗ 
ment as i they had quatfed vp an exce ding 
gaantitte ot moſt ſtrong wine. Foz reaicn, 
(Which the lathers call Notinmucan; cerebri, 

the 
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the bꝛaines Olowewozme) being once ex- 
tinguiſhed, what are we better then beaſts? 
Therefoze ſuch men, neither the feare of 
God, neither the pzicke of conſcience , nei⸗ 
ther death, neither judgement , neither pas 
radice, neither hell, noꝛ anyother thing, wil 
call backe to a better life, And the moze ſe⸗ 
cure they are, the moze buſily thep endeuour, 
and apply themlſelnes to all manner of wic⸗ 
kedneſſe. And they doe conſtraine not onely 
the members of their body, but alio their 
minde and vnderſtanding, which by nature 
is the Lady and moſt noble part of man, to 
watch day and night, and to labour, to finde 
out the meanes and the wayes bow to ſatiſ⸗ 
ſie the luſts of the fleſh, how fo endite ſongs 
and Sonnets of lone full of wantonnes and 
deceite, how fo decke and ſet dul themſelues 
with fine apparel, with ſwerke ſmelles, with 
daunces, and other like allurements. The 
which to doe is no better, then to wieſt the 
heauenlp light of the minde, which was 
made fo beholde God, to the obedience of 
a moſt wicked bond · aue: and to make the 
minde being withdzawne from heauenly ers 
erciſes, to be ſabicct vnto the appetites of a 

moſt abiect hand maide. 
8 Thereſoze whozedome is a great and 
Infos 
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intollerable tyzanny oner the minde of man: 
And no lelle is that tpaannp of Ambition. 
Foz behold and ſer what a heauie yoke ambi⸗ 
Kon lapeth vpon his bondmen,commanding 
them that al their wozds and wozkes bee 
whoily imployed as nets and ſnares, fo get 
the common pzaile and fame o? men: and it 
compelleth them allo to crepe as it were vp- 
on the ground: and to flye though the apꝛe. 
Foz man at the commandement of Ambiti⸗ 
on, ſceketh to climbe higher then all men, lo 
bee ſubiect to none, to rule al men: and pet 
ſometime when octaſion ſerueth, he pꝛoſtra⸗ 
teth himſelfe , and humbleth himlelte to al 
men. Thus the miſcrable man being con-

cruel tyzant are ſuch, that if a man doe re- 
teiue a litle repꝛoache oꝛ drtriment eyther by 
right oz by wꝛong, he thinketh that he is vt- 
terly diſgraced, if her doe not pzeſcatly re⸗ 
uenge it, andif by no other meanes, then to 
pꝛouoke his enemie fo ſome ſingular com- 
bat, and ſo rather to loſe his ſoule and body, 
then to hazard the leaſt part of his dignitie. 
J < I one the tyzanny of conetouſnes, 
and 
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and ok other vices which are innumerable: 
affirming with the Pzophet Dania, that all 
the ſeruants of ſinne, do ſit in darknes, and 
in the ſhadowe of death, faſt bound in miſe» 
rie and iron, Foꝛ what greater blindneſſe can 
be imagined, then that man ſhould not know 
himſelfe, that he ſhould not know God, that 
he ſhould not know wherefo2e he lueth, and 
ſeeth not his bondes, his miſeries, his perils, 
and his harmes? 

11 And what greater miſerie can there 
be, then that miſerable man ſhould haue an 
infinite loꝛt of deſires, as it were an infinite

But yet there is notbiag 
which doth ſo much ſet fa3th the milerie of 
ſeruitude and the excellency oflibertie,as the 
manner of our ſetting at liberty, and the pal 
ſion of the D:liucrer. Fo2 God which made 
the wozld without labour, and as it were

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with a becke onelie at his will: that he might 
deliuer vs from bondage r ſlauerp, thought 
it god to be bozne in a ſtable z and was cons 
tent to die in ſozowes and paines, But what 
manner of ſoꝛrowes: Uerilie ſuch, that the 
onely cogitation x rxpectation of them, might 
haue bin able to haue bꝛought him into a bit⸗ 
ter agonie, to ſweate water and blond plenti⸗ 
fullie, he ſuffering of them, made the moll 
hard ſtones to rent, the earth to tremble,and 
led. it ſelſe to be abaſhed. 

5 I God made fo great a reckoning of 
thy libertie, that hee vonchſafed to take vpon 
him the fozme of a ſeruaunt, and to liue thats 
and thirtie yeares , in hunger and thirſt, in 
colde, in nakednes, in kaſtings, in watchings, 
in iozneys, in pei ſecutions, and in the end to 
ſhead fozth his moſt pzectous heart bloud vp⸗ 
pon the Croſle, rather then her would ſuffer 
this pzecious gemme to be taken from out gf 
bis handes: let vs then acknowledge that ex⸗ 
ceding glozk of the fonnes of God, where⸗ 
vnto wee arc called, which is the mother of 
ail god things, v hich alone is able to giue 
true peace, pet lite iope, bleſled ret, and tran⸗ 
qugitic; 

Ik the beathen Romain: of olde time, fo; a 
alle and fading livertie , ſuffered great pe⸗ 
z rils, 
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rils, and death it ſelfe; as L mms Alutius 
Scæuola thzuſt into the fire his right hand: 
the Decii vowed themſelues to the death, 
that their legions of louldiers might ber pꝛe⸗ 
ſerued and get the victozy : Curtius being ar⸗ 
med at all points, and mounted vpon a hozſe, 

th:ewe himlcife willingiy into a galphe of 
the earth, that the Cittie of Rome might be 
deliuered from the peſtilence: fo ſo had the 
Dꝛacle giuen anſwere, that the wzath ol the 
gods would ceaſe if that which the Romains 
eſtemecd beſt, were thꝛowne into that gulph. 
Brutus àlſo {oz the pzeleruation ot the liber- 
fie ol his Coutrey, did not ſticke fo lap his 
owne childꝛen:afthe heathen J lap eſteemed 
thus of their itberty , (which is in no point 
con parable to ours) how much ought we to 
eſterme ol that moſt true libertp, wherbp we 
are deliuered from ſinne, from ſathan from 
death, and from the wzath ol CCD. They 


ſought humaine pꝛaiſe a thing doubtlefſle vn⸗ 


conſtant, and of ſmall fozce, as appeareih ly 
the laping of the Poct Virgil concerning 
Brutus, His Countries loue him driuet, and 
greeaie luſt of enaleſſe ſame , But our ende is 
fo appꝛoue our ſelues vnto God, whole iudg⸗ 
ment cannot be deceiued:and to get the pꝛize 
of the kingdome of heauen, and the *

ched,labozed, twke no rell, and ſpent whole 
nights in pꝛaper to; vs, Thou earth & alyes, 
canſt not digeſt the leaſt iniurie of wozdes 
without diſpleaſure: but God ſent his ſonne 
fo2 vs to ſuffer moſt mekely of wicked men 
euil ſapings, repꝛoaches, ſpitting vpon, buffe- 
tings, whipping, crowning with thoznes, 
wounding, and at laſt death it ſelfe. Thou 
contemneſt great things, and magnifieſt 
ſmal triſles, if thou ſinneſt, thou lapeſt it is 
nothing: if thy head doe ake but a little, 
thou thinkeſt it to bee a great matter: To 
lolo thy ſoule thou makeſt no great recko- 
ning: but if thou be in perill to loſe but a fins 
ger, thou wilt call together all the Phyſiti- 
ons and Chirurgians in the Cittie. But 
Chriſt with his true example of life, taught 
that there is no euil ſo much to be feared, 
as ſinne and hel: that nothing was ſo much 
to be deſired as God, the gloꝛie of God, ſalua⸗ 
tion, and dertue: and that he is rich, noble, 
wiſe, and beanfifull indeede, which is indued 
with patience,humilitie,charity,chaſtity,and 
with other vertues: r that he is a poze man, 

vile, 
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vile, defoznev, and willelle, which is a toni 
catoz, a . couetous and pꝛoude 
perſon, and which is polluted with other vi- 
ces, as with a lepzie and ſcabbe, Foz Chr 
being God, and hauing all thing in his pow- 
er, to choſe what manner ol life har would, 
during the time that he lined on earth, choſe 
the moſt vile and abiec ſtate of life;and thers 
fo;efoz his houſe, had a (fable: fo; his bed, & 
manger: foz clothes of Tapiſtry, hay,and 
che ſame none of his owne : a pwze mother: 
thin and a ſpare diet, apparel ſateable; to bee 
ſhozt, he ſonght no manner of pompe, riches, 
oꝛ pleaſure ofthis wold, And contrariwiſe, 
be refuſed no labours, no afflictions, no mi⸗ 
ſeries, noz an euils, ſauing onely ſinne on⸗ 
ly which euil her would haue his Diſciples 
and pꝛoleſſoꝛs vtterly to abhozre, 

9 And thou canſt not ſay, that he neither 
could, noz knew how to chole a better ſtate, 
Foz her which was God moſt mightie, was 
alio moſt wiſe.

10 God men do lo vſe the wozlbe , that 
they may enioy> God : but evil men do vſe 
God to enioye the wozlve : the which when 
they haue gotten , and haue as great ſtoꝛe of 
ſherpe as Lubes, as manie Cainels as Job, 
as great riches as Creſſus, ſtoze of golde as 
Falimon, às ſumptudus and daintie fare as 
the rich glutton: pet what doth it pꝛolit Eſas

10 UWherefoze ſozlake the wozldand ſol⸗ 
low Chzilt the guide of godlineſſe, the tea- 
ther ol everlaſting trueth , and meaſure all 
things by the lame Epha, wheriwith he hath 
meaſured them, who cinot be deceined; and 
haue all things in that eſtimation that he had

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and create darbeneſſe: I make peace, and 
create euill;, I the Lord doe all theſe things, 
And holy 1b, whenin one day he had loſt all 
bis riches, all his childzen , and the health of 
his body, x bnderſtanding that her was thus 
afflicted, partly by the @abcians, and partly 
by the Chaldeans, partly by the winde and 
partly by fire, which the dinell in his malice 
raiſed, and therewithall conſumed and ſpot - 
led his gods: did hee ſay , the Loꝛd hath gi⸗ 
uen, and che diuell hath taken:? No verily, 
but hee ſaide; The Lord hath giuen, and the 
Lord bath taken , bleſſed bee rhe name of the 
Lora, And in another place, Shall we receiue 
good from the handes of the Lord, ana not 
euill alſo? 

3 Wherefoze whatioencr befall vs, 
whether ſtoꝛme oz tempeſt: theeues 02 mur;

whether we be afflicted with heretiques, 02 
ſciſmatiques: with Angels oꝛ diuels: with 
heauen o2 earth: oꝛ from whence loeuer any 
tribulation doth come, God alone is to be fea⸗ 
red, to be pzayed vnto, x to be pacificd,to his 
will and tommaundement all things obey.

elſe but fulfil his wozd? 
4 There are two gates then to be con- 
fiderev;vy which tribulations doe enter into 
the wozlde: the one is Gods pꝛouidente, the 
other is ſinne. Concerning his pꝛouidence, 
Salomon (aith : Hee hath made the ſmall and 
great, and careth for all alike , And againe; 
Thy prouidence , O Father , Lomerneth it. 
And our Saniour Chziſt himſelfe ſaith: Are 
not two ſparrowes ſold for a farthingꝛand one 
of them falleth not to the ground without your 
heanenly father. T be very haires of your head 
are numbred, 

5 Hot only the ſcriptures, but that moſt 
8 comely oꝛder, by which we ſer 
ſo many ſeucrall things gouerned, being ſo 
different, ſo diuers, and ſo diſagreeing in na- 
fores,and in places, doth pꝛoue vnto'vs, that 
all things in the woꝛld, are gouerned and 
ruled, not by foʒtune and chance, but by the 
pꝛouidence of God. Euen as, il theu heare a 
harpe ſound pleaſantly , oꝛ if thou ſ@ a wa- 
gon oz a ſhipto goe fozward by arte,reaſon, 
and oꝛder, although thou ſer not the harper, 
wagener, oz maiſter cf the chip, yet thou art 
eut of doubt, that (here is a harper which 


caulcth the bern to ſound in god tune, a wa⸗ 
goner, 
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goner, and a ſhipmaiſter,which maketh both 
the wagon and ſhip,to moue and goe. 

& We are two maner of waies aiflicted 
by God, Fo2 ſametimes we are troubled by 
thoſe things which without anp fault of their 
owne , doe hurt vs: and ſometime by thole 
things,which hart vs not without their fanlt 
and ſinne. The firſt followe the lawes of nas 
ture, by which it is oꝛdained that among 
moꝛtall creatures, the weaker ſhal alwates 
giue place vnto the ſttonger. The other dos 
bꝛeake the lawe ol God. As when we ſaffer 
and ſuſtaine any thing at the hands of wic⸗ 
ked men, God hath a wozke therein,ſo farre- 
loꝛth as it may be to our god, and therefoze 
ſuffereth the euil to be done, dzawing out of 
the euil a greater god; 

7 F02 Godis ſaid to wozk in that which 
is god: foz there is nothing ſo emill, which 
bath not ſome god ioyned with it. And there 
is no god ſo (mall, whereof God canot make 
- a bottomletle fountaine, and as it were an 
Ocean of all god things. As fo; example, 
behold a lame man. hat is it to halt? Co 
halt, is to walke: but pet, not without a ma- 
ladie. To walke is god, but the maladie is 
euil: Mheteol 03 from whence hath the man 


that walking which is god? From ß * 
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of his. wil and mouing inſtrumenk of the 
mind. From whence commeth the maladie: 
commeth it from his will? No verily: but ei- 
ther of the ſhoztnefle, oz crokedneſſe ol his 
legge, oꝛ from ſuch like cauſe. After the ſame 
maner, a thœfe ſtretcheth fozth his band, he 
ſhaketh his ſwozd , and it is of God, and is 
god. But to kill him whom he ſhould not, is 
euill, and commeth from the wicked wil of 
man, which God neither cõpelleth, noꝛ m- 
neth, noz helpeth to euill: and pet neuerthe⸗ 
leſſe ſuffereth that to be done, which he deſi 
reth. Thus then we ſer how farre God hath 
his woꝛtze in the ſinnes ol men, in ſuffering 
them to be done. And although it is in him 
not to ſuffer euil, the which without his lur⸗ 
fcrance coulde not bee, pet notwithſtanding 
(that J may vle Saint Auguſtines wozds) 
be thinketh it better to dzawe that wich is 
ged from euill, then not to ſuffer any euill 
at all, Foz God would not ſuffer any ſinne 
to be, if hee were not ſo mighty, ſo pꝛudent, 
and ſo god, that both bee knoweth how and 
alſo can and wil out of ſinne, wozke greater 
god, 
8 Mhat greater eulil could there be, ben 
ſo many Pꝛophets, ſo many Apoſtles, ſo uta- 


np Partirs, and Chꝛiſt himlelfe to be laine? 
Conld 
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Could not God hauehindzed this? No doubt 
moſt eaſily : but he would not. By which ws 
(how great glazy + felicity he hath bzought 
fo them that (uffered: how great hanour and 
pꝛaiſe they haue yclded to God, foz whome 
they ſuffered, and how great pzofit and com⸗ 
moditie their deathes and luferings hath 
 bzonght to the whole wozid. Neither did the 
Church at any time ſuffer the perſecutions 
ofthe heathen, but it was thereby made the | 
better, the moze vigilant, the moze glozious, | 
and like gold, which comming out of the fur- ;

Effedrs, Foz as the Apollle ſaith, All things 
vnto them. wozke foz the belt. Foz whatſo- 
ever they ſuſter it is not fog their hurt, but ſoz 
their triumph. Atfiictions is to them, as the 
red Sea was vnto Pharao, wherein he was 
dꝛowned but V/rac l ſaued. In the wicked, tri⸗ 
bulations ftirre vp delperation: but in the 
godly, an aſſured hope. By theſe as bya fas 
therly chaſtiſement , our datly falles are re- 
pay2ed, hawtineſſe and pꝛide, kept vnder, 

the fl:ſh and luſts thercof reſtrained, our old 
man coꝛrected, our inward man renewed, 
fluagiſhnes,and negligence ſhaken off, the 
confaſion of faith expꝛeſſed : the weaknes 
of our ſtrength diſconered and we p2ouoked 
moꝛe carneilly to p2ay and call foz the fauour 
of God, and daily do vnderſtand the peruerl⸗ 


nes 8fonc owne nature, 


I 5 Belides⸗ 
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I 5 Dciid%2s,thzough afflictions,we are 
made like to Chill: Foz Je beboued Chris 
to ſuffer, and ſo to obtame bis hinic dome. 
And as he aticr the ovedicnce of the crolle 
was £xaiteo, and had anamse abowur al names 
giuen vata him: lo we alſo, if we ſuffer with 
him{haliraigne together with him, Yereby 
allo we are bꝛought vnto patience:that being 
become as the Diamond ſtone wee ſhall ſw· 
ner weary tyem that ſtrike vs, then we our 
ſelues be bzoken. Foz tribulations be as ex⸗ 
ercilcs in a humane body, whereby rather 
the health is confirmed, and the ſtrength res 
couered, then taken awap oz weakened 
thzongh them. 

16 Whecrefoze the godly vppon god 
cauſe rciopte in affliction: knowing that al⸗ 
fliction wozketh patience: as the Apoltic tes 
ſtifieth:by which he attributeth to afflictions, 
that which is the wozke of God and of the 
holy Ghoſt. namely to wozke patience : by 
which aifl/cions, o ſo much as thep are of 
their owne nature cull and odtous, vaticnce 
is not gotten, but rather ſhaken eff. The 
which is moꝛe maniſeſily to bee ſcene in the 
wicked, who when they are grieuonſliy aülic⸗ 
fed, are lo far from patience, that thcy burſt 
fozt; in blaſphemies and allo oftentimes it:

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to deſperation. But as the phiſitian of things 
venemous and hurtful, maketh moſt heallh - 
tul medictnes; euen lo Almighty God by his 
wiledome, out of afflicttons (although they 
be euill things) bꝛingeth fozth in his electe 
molt excellent vertues, among which pati - 
ence is one. 

17 This patience wozketh experience 
alſo, the which is a certame trpal both of our 
ſelues, and of our own ſtrength: and eſpect- 
ally of the might and godnes of God. Foz in 
ſuffering of aduerſities, we learn how great 

the cozruption of our nature is, which being 
touched with any aduerſitp, ſtraight wapler 
cept the holy Ghoſĩ helpe) bzcaketh foꝛth in- 
to murmurings, grudgings, and into blaſ- 
phemtcs,and complaints againſt the pꝛoui⸗ 
dence of God, Whercof we haue a liuelp cx- 
ample ſet ſoꝛth in Job, who being deliuered 
by God vato the diuel to be tried: how great 
blaſphemies powzed he out in his afflictions? 
how much complaineth he of the pꝛouidence 
and iuſtice ot God:? But the light ofthe holp 
Shoſt had no loner illumined him, but how 
did he plucke vp his ſpirits againe? Howe 
godly and rightip doch he iudge ol God: The 
crokednes ot our nature is hidden from vs: 
foꝛ the heart ol man is vnlearcheable. — 


— th 
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loke how ſone the fire is ſtricken out ol the 
fliut ſtone, ſo ſane bꝛeaketh out our peruerle 
nature, wh tribulation oppꝛeſſeth vs. This 
fryall (as Peter ſaith) is euen as a furnace 
vnto gold, And theretoze God anſwered 4. 
braham , when her was now ready to ſacris 
fice his Sonne; Vow 1 knowe that thou fea 
re/t God, No doubt, that was knowne vn⸗ 
to God afoze. But by that fact he bzought ta 
palle, that this obedience was the betfer 
knowne vnto others. Foꝛ we are like vnto 
certaine ſpices, whole ſweete ſauour is not 
felt, vnlelſe a man bznſle them well, Meer 
are aiſoltke to Cones called Piridutes, which 
(hew not fozth that foꝛce which they haue to 
burne, except, when they be pꝛelled hard with 
the fingers. 

18 The triall alſo ( befo2e ſpoken of) 
bzingeth hope. hereby wee ſee that God 
hath ſo diſpoſed thole infkruments of his, as 
that they ſhould one helpe another, and the 
one bzing in the other.

Fo2 when we cons 
ſider that God was pꝛelent with vs, in ſul⸗ 
tering our aftlictions paticntly, we hope alſa 
that he wil hereaftcr be pꝛeſent with vs, and 
at the length make vs bleſſed, The ſick man 
becauſe he hath confidence in the Phyſition, 
ſuffereth his impoſtame to be cut. Alter- 
ward as hc feleth himſelfe relieued, he put- 
teth confidence moꝛe and moze in the Pyyſi⸗ 
tian: ſo as ii nde were, that his fote ſhould 
be cut off aiſo, bx wonlo nothing doubt ta 
commit hinſcife to his fidelity. The diuel ſo 
much as in him lyeth bꝛiueth vs to deſperati 
on: and by afflid:õs goeth about to perſwade 
vs, that Ood is car enemp. But contrari. 
wile the holy Ghoſt laith: Becauſe thou haſt 
quietly and patiently boꝛne affitction, it may 
be a ſute token vaio thee, that God therein 
declareth his fauour towards thee, Where 
fo22 haue !hon a god truſt, foz he vndoubted⸗ 
lr wi deltncr thee, |

leine with the Apoſtle Paul, that no mancr 
vi irivittation ſh u be able to remoue bs from 
the loue of Odd Which is in Chill: Neither 
the olle of gods, of bunte, childien, triends, 
ande, any pode, 102 any thing in the 
Wozld:

As it they had ſapd Wee are 
otherwiſe dealt with, then the Fathers in 
the olde time were dealt withal,vnto whom 
God (&med to beare great fauour, when as 
hee enriched them, fought foz the, gaue them 
the vicozie , and with excellent names and 
titles, made them famous and honourable :

Thele 
haue fo2gotten the ſentence of the 
I ſhall deliuer my body to bee burnt, and haue 
uo charite, it profiteth mee nothing.

The P;ophet Samuel, had taught the people 
the true ſcruice of God: the wozthie king 
Daxid maintained the ſame all his time, but 
with great difficultie. Salamon his ſonne, a 
Pꝛince of moſt ſingular wiſedam and know⸗ 
ledge, perfectly infiructed in the wayes of 
the Koꝛd fel from God, and cozrupted Gods 
Religion, with the falle ſernices innented 
by man, ſo p the Lo2d was ſo offended ther. 
with, that hee cut off from the rule of his pos 
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the ten Tribes were neuer after him vnder 


ſteritie,the moſt part of the kingdome: Foz 


v gouernance of hisſueceſſiõ, neither did they 
afterward walke in the feare of God but in 
Idolatrie and faiſe Religion, till at the laſt 
God ſent the A{5r:a»s to inuade them in that 
wiſe, that they oacrcame them, carried them 
fozth of their owne conntrey, diſperſed them 
in many countries among the heathen; ſent 
ſtrangers fo inhabite t heir land, and ſo viter · 
ly deſtroped that kingdome. 

3 This was a fearefull iudgement of 
God, where he had but one (mall kmgdome 
inthe whole wozld , that bare the face of his 
Church, where his true honour was main- 
tained, and that ſo dodainly of twelue tribes, 
ten ſhould fall from God, tb Jdolatry,and 
falle Religion: yea. and the other alſo, during 
all the time of Roboam and his ſonne 4614 
after him: ſo that during all this time, there 
was not in the woꝛld any Church, oꝛ people, 
where the ſincere Religion, and pure woꝛd 
ot God, was reteiued by publique authoaity 
and comon oꝛder:although God reſerued al- 
waies ſome that patiatly ſerued him, ⁊ feared 
his name faithfully,who were alwates ſo ha- 
ted ans puniſhed by the Idolaters, that their 
nues were bitter vnts them.

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the ſelfe ſame reaſons & arguinents againſt 
the Pꝛophets and their doctrine,which Jvo- 
laters do make nowe againſt Gods people, 
and his true Religion concerning generali⸗ 
tic. The faithfull the lived among thoie Jdo- 
ters with no leſſe perill and danger, then the 
Chaiſtians have done in Siu and in other 
Countries, where the Goſpell hath not free 
paſſage. The Pꝛoppets were then impziſo? 
ned, and dꝛiuen out of their tountrey like ſe· 
ditious heritiques, the cauſers of all euill, as 
the truc pzeachers in ſome places of Chri- 
ſtendome now are. 
' Aller the death ol the wicked Ringes 
of Jehuda, God vilited his people with lome 
light of the truth by the meanes of /: and 
Ring /o/aphat after him: who reſtoꝛod (al- 
though not perfectly) the true Religion, ba⸗ 
niſhed the kalle, and deſtroyed the Altars of 
the Idolaters. The which refozmation was 
done not without great difficultie and trou⸗ 
ble, and contmued but a ſmall time in that 
fame oꝛder. Foz JIeram the ſonne of King 
Toſapbat ouerthꝛew the true ſernice of God, 
condemned it, and bꝛought in the place ther⸗ 
df, the ſuperſtitions and Jdolatries of the 
Kings of //-ae/; and ſo the Church continned 
neuer any refozmed, but alwayes afflic- 
ted, 
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ted, till the time of Ez<k:as; Foz although 4- 


AA, loſaphat, Ioa&,eAmatuas,V2243a5, q Ioa- 
tham, attempted a rcfo2mation, and were 
Indifferently god Lings , pet was not the 
Church cleanſed of all the Jdolatries, and 
falſe counterfait Religion, as it appeareth by 
the Pꝛophe ts, Eua, Amos, l{as,Ofea, Micha. 
But the wozthy Bing Erechia in the firſt 
yeare of his raine, began to refozme Reli- 
gion, bzake downe and baniſhed all Idols 
and Images. hill Altars, and what ſo euer 
was againſt Gods commandement, reſto- 
ring Gods true Religion after the rule of 
{Gods woꝛd. The which thing as he bzought 
to paſſe,not without great troubles and diffie 
culties, ſo it continued in puritie but a little 
time. F02 his ſanne, wicked Alanaſſes, oho 
raigned after him, put awap, and did fozlake 
the true way. and bzought in againe al mans 
ner of Idolatry & falſe Religion: 4 did grie⸗ 
poully puniſh and perlccute,the faithful peo⸗ 
ple and true Pꝛophets. He ſhed (ſaith the 


Scripture) innocent blod exceeding abun⸗ 
dantlp. In like manner vid his ſonne At. 
mon allo, who raigned after him,

But 
this godly reloꝛmation of this god king did 
not continue, loz his ſonne 4 all the kings of 
Inds aſter him foz\oke the wates of God, and 
reſtoꝛed againe the idolatrie, and falſe religi⸗ 
on ol their faze-fathers,and ſo continued, till 
God ſent the king of 54/0» to deſtroy their 
Cittie, Temple, and couitrey: who alſo led 
them captine into Babylon. where they con. 
tinued many peares in great affliction: as it 
appeareth by the Pꝛophets ſeremie and Da- 
nieliſo that in fine hundꝛed years and aboue, 
inthe dapes of all the kings of Jehuda, Gods 
religion was (ct fozth, and receiued in pub⸗ 

lique oꝛder ſincerely and perfectly, and the 
contrary viterly baniſhed and aboliſhed.

Now then, ſering that we lee, that Jeſus 
Chꝛiſt, when he toke the bzcad of the ſupper, 
gaue thankes to God his father, as he did 
alſo when he toke the cup, 4 that fo2 the re- 
demption ofmakind:it is our duty to do the 
like. And that we may be the bettcr moued 
fo giue thanks to God, we haue to conſider, 
toe greatnef[* of the bencfit of our rede mp⸗ 
lion, and the cxcellericy ofthe gift which God 
giueth vs-at his holp table, which cannot be 
bone, vnſeſte we conſiser our milcrable cons 
dition, which was befoze figured by the tems 
po2ail captiuitie of Egypt.

lp he cauſed the Iſraelifes to woꝛke without 
any hope 9! wages, how he would not ond

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chem by arly mcayies to facrifice to the Loꝛd, 
noꝛ to goe lozth ofthe land of Zgzpr. 
Which thing continued net ioz one peare 
oz two: but foz the ſpace of foure hundꝛed and 
thirtie / peares. Here may we liuelꝑ beholoe / Exo. TH 
a dzanght of cur miſerg. Me were all loft 30, 
and deſtroyed in Adam. Wee wers hols 
den captiues in the helly Egypt, vnder the 
WTyzanny ol aſpirituall Pharaoh, which is 
the Dtnell , This Tpꝛant was rong and 
migyty : hee luſfered vs not to ſerue our 
GO D. Ge made vs to labour inceſſantly 
in laviſh and vnkeuitfull wozkes offinne, to 
the eſtabliſhment of his cwne kinazome, 
He llew not onely our men childꝛen, but he 
led vs allindifferently,to vtter ruine and de⸗ 
ſtrudion. And this Tyꝛannp had not on eip 
continued toz a certaine time. but had bene 
efernall and foz euer permanent, it the mercy 
and power ol cur God had not plucked vs 
out of it by the miniſtsry of the true es, 
which is our Loꝛd Icſus Chziſt who is the 
true Lambe which the heauenlp father hath 
deliuered to death, to deliuer vs from it, and 
purchale vs eternalt life, As it is (aide, that 
God ſo loued the wozld, that he hath giur n 70%.

Secondlp, we muſt not thinke that faith, 
repentance, giuing of thankes, and loue, and 
other vertucs which GDD requiccth of vs, 
can be perfect here in this woꝛlde: fo2 there 
will be alwaies in vs, what regenerate and 
newe bozne ſocuer wer be ſome remnantes 
of ſinne, of incredulitie, of lacke of repens 
fance, of vnthankfalnefle, 4 ſelle loue, which 
is directly contrary and oppoſite to the true 
love of our neighbour. As long as we line, the 
fleſh will fight againſt the Spirit, the Dinel Nom. 7. 
and the woꝛlde will make warre againſt vs; 2 3.8.6.7. 
as the life of the Patriarches, Pꝛophettes, Galat 5-1, 
and Apoſtles, doe ſufficiently witneſſe vnto 1. Pet. 5. g. 
vs: lo that, euen to the laſt bꝛeath oł᷑ our life 
we ſhall haue nerde to craue of our God, that 
he would foꝛgiue vs our ſinnes, though his 
lonne Jeſus Chzilt.

imperf :chtons which are in vs, ſhould cauſe 


boly banquet, that rather (ſo that we are dil.

Jelus Chꝛiſt, which is the true ſhepheard of

Thirdly, althoughit benof required of
